PLAN IS GOOD ONE 


Suggestion made in The Times-Mirror yesterday by 


Fire Chief Charles Albaugh that fire departments of the 
county unite and conduct a fire school throughout the 
months to come is an excellent one. Training in the use 
of the tools used in fire fighting is most important. 
Equipment changes during the past few years have 
been so great that many old time firefighters would not 
know what to do with the present day equipment. The 
old days of "stand and squirt" firemen have ended and 
the fire fighter today with his salvage work, fog nozzles, 
etc., is a trained mechanic. 


So great is the interest of the state in the work that 


a fire school is conducted each year at Lewistown with 
trained men from the Navy, city fire departments and 
specialists as instructors. Several counties of the state 
are uniting in establishment of schools and Warren 
county should not lag behind. 


Now that council has instructed its fire committee 


and Fire Chief to put through the reciprocal mutual aid 
agreements with the various departments of the county 
a fire school would provide trained men in every depart- 
ment. 


A re-rating of Warren fire insurance is just around 


the corner and it will undoubtedly cover the county so 
that all property owners should evince the greatest of 
interest in their fire protection and see that only the 
best of men, young- and agile, strong and willing are the 
component parts of the department. The rise of a cent 
or two in fire insurance rates would affect every person 
and the fire departments must be such that a lowering 
and not a raise In rates is forthcoming or fire depart- 
ment officials should be called upon to explain why the 
rates rise. 


Most of Warren's fire equipment is old with the ex- 


ception of the Foam truck and No. Two Engine. Council 
must scon purchase some new trucks and a ladder truck 
if the department is to be a top notch outfit. 


LUBRICATE EVERY 1,000 MILES 


The petroleum marketing industry has a "moral ob- 


ligation under present conditions to continue to advise 
the public" to lubricate its automobiles every 1,000 miles, 
J. M. Koch, of Oil City, told a sectional meeting of the 
American Petroleum Institute today at Chicago. 


In a paper written for the marketing session on 


lubrication, Koch, of the Quaker State Refining Com- 
pany, asserted "we cannot say a sound and workable 
practice (of car lubrication) exists." 


He reported a survey of manufacturers showed that 


recommended lubrication practices varied from com- 
pany to company, and added, "we cannot expect vehicle 
owners, no matter how interested, to remember five or 
more different mileage intervals at which some lubrica- 
tion job or other is supposed to be done, x x x 


"To them (the car owner) it may be annoying or 


even tragic when the car spits, sputters or fails to func- 
tion at all. Therefore, it is the moral obligation of the 
petroleum industry, under present conditions, to con- 
tinue to advise the public in every conceivable manner 
to drain and refill crankcases, to lubricate for safety 
every 1,000 miles,'1 he concluded. 


Long lists of minor automobile mishaps appearing in 


this paper and others published in the area over the 
weekend remind of the importance of more caution on 
the part of motorists with the coming of more hazard- 
ous conditions. No less than a half dozen cars and one 
or two trucks were damaged in tne accidents reported 
locally, a number of them probably permanently out of 
commission. 
Any day pavements will be covered with 


slush and snow. It makes one shudder to think of the 
highway toll that will result if more care is not exer- 
cised by drivers.

First Six Weeks of Garden 
Beauty is Due to Bulbs 


In selecting fall bulbs to plant in 


the home garden, the flowering 
time of the various kinds should be 
known, since their value depends 
much on their earliness. 


The tiny white snowdrop flowers 


would hardly be noticed in a June 
garden, but when they peep through 
the melting snow, the very first 
blooms of spring, they give us 'a 
thrill which the most gorgeous peo- 
nies can hardly equal later in the 
season. 


Snowdrops blossom when 
the 


ground first thaws in spring. 
A 


small group visible from, a win- 
dow will richly reward you. After 
blooming, they soon disappear, and 
if the bulbs are not disturbed, they 
will bloom for many years without 
attention. 


Next after the snowdrops, how 


long depending upon the weather, 
scillas (blue squills) and glory of 
the snow 
(chionadoxas) appear, 


both blue, and flowering so freely 
they carpet the ground with color, 
Scillas 
spread 
by 
self-seeding. 


Weeks earlier than violets, they are 
far superior for gardens, because 
their foliage quickly disappears aft- 
er they flower, and their tiny bulbs 
offer no competition to companion 
plants. These early bulbs are often 
planted in locations which later in 
the season would be shaded but be- 
cause trees and shrubs are not yet 
in leaf, are in sunshine when they 
bloom. 


Crocuses blossom after the scil- 


las, and of all the early bulbs are 
the most difficult to keep with you. 
All bulbs are harmed it their 
leaves are cut before they turn yel- 
low, which is a sign that new bulbs 
have been matured for the follow- 
ing season. 
When crocuses are 


planted in grass, which is cut be- 
fore the leaves have yellowed, the 
bulbs seldom live until another 
year. So plant them an a bed or 
border, where they can ripen un- 
disturbed, and be sure they are in 
a well drained place. Even under 
the best conditions you will prob- 
ably have to plant some new bulbs 
annually in order to maintain a 
display. They come in white blue 


Scillas Blossom Before the Violets, 


and purple, and a mixture gives a 
pleasing effect. 


From the time snowdrops appear 


until the crocuses blossom may 
cover a period of three to six weeks, 
depending on the weather; they are 
called "minor" bulbs because their 
flowers are small; but they are 
precious because they are early. 


Soon after the crocuses come the 


daffodils, first "major" flowers oi 
spring, and with them as a rule the 
earliest 
wild flowers begin 
to 


bloom, and some garden perenni- 
als. 


Before the daffodils have faded, 


early tulips begin to flower, bring 
to the garden for the first time a 
complete rainbow range of colors. 
They are followed m order by the 
Darwin tulip hybrids of the 
Tri- 


umph and Mendel classes, and 
finally the bulb season reaches a 
climax in the flowering of the tall 
late tulips of the Darwin, Cottage 
and Breeder types, which bring to 
the garden a color display that will 
not be surpassed in variety by any 
to follow.

The importance of keeping" com- 


plete records on dairy herds is 
cited by County Agent O. C. Tritt 
in pointing out three important 
helps such information can give. 


Records permit an analysis of 


the results of good feeding and 
management and the breeding effi- 
ciency of the herd and sires. Rec- 
ords also enable dam and daughter 
comparisons — basis for proving 
sires and in locating superior pro- 
ducing cow families. 


Enterprising, progressive dairy 


farmers also are giving increasing 
attention to maintaining healthy 
herds in good breeding condition, 
to healthy calves which are well 
fed and given proper care, and in 
providing an abundance of high- 
! quality hay and pasture. 


Also included in top-notch dairy 


plans 
are provisions for good 


roughage balanced with grain, and 
fed according to milk production 
and condition of cow. Another im- 
portant factor, of course, is a man- 
aged milking program. Managed 
milking protects udders, results in 
more and better milk, saves time, 
also equipment, since fewer ma- 
chines are necessary. 
Dairy.jBarn Xeeds Good Ventlation 


Whether dairy barns are old or 


recently constructed, proper ven- 
tilation may be a problem remain- 
ing to be solved, notes County 
Agent O. C Tritt in. offering some 


I suggestions for correcting these 
needs. 


Warm air is lost where dairy 
barns are ventilated up through 
the hay hole, and common roof 
ventilators are useless and of little 
value unless directly connected 
with the stables by means of in- 
sulated ducts. Even better is a 
tight flue with homemade head or 
electric fan drawing the air from 
the stable floor. 


Windows make poor 
intakes.

weather and trapped against the 
wind. Although the gravity flue 
type of ventlation system gives 
satisfactory service, a fan out- 
take controlled by a thermostat 
may be less expensive. Its oper- 
ation Is more satisfactory in mug- 
gy weather. 


This is particularly true of one- 


story barns which are not high 
enough for effective gravity flue 
ventilation. A common mistake is 
to place all fans on thermostatic 
control. 
Since air change in the 


barn is the object in ventilation, 
at least one fan should operate in- 
dependent of electric control. If 
a barn gets too cold with the fans 
operating, tighter construction or 
insulation will be necessary. 
A well-built ventilating: system 


makes uniform circulation of the 
air and distributes the heat. Barns 
where wa'ter pipes freeze with 
fans off may give no trouble with 
the fans running. A new mime- 
ograph on both gravity and elec- 
tric barn ventilation is available 
at the county agent's office for 
persons concerned with these prob- 
lems. 


WoodloU Require Good 
Management 


Because of the large amount of 


weak, worthless,' or defective trees 
allowed to Interfere with the more 
valuable trees, many farm wood- 
lots In Warren County are pro- 
ducing at a rate of only one-half 
to one-third of their capabilities. 


Space taken up by defective 


stock could b€J"> utilized to better 
advantage, if devoted to good crop 
trees. Practicing proper thinning 
and cultural methods in the wood- 
lot can be as important as the 
proper management of any other 
cash crop. 
Where woodlot management or 
other timber-related demonstra- 
tions are desired they can be ar- 
ranged through the county agent. 


Put Anti-Free* and Light Oil 


In Tractor 
If the farm tractor is to con- 


tinue in use during the winter one 
of its first requirements will be 
light oil—10 to 20 grade—in the 
crankcase. 
Light oil will 
enable easier 


starting, and cranking. 
Thin oil 


will reach working parts quicker 
and keep wear at a minimum while 
the engine is warming up. 


If the tractor is to be used very 


much during the winter, lighter 
lubricants—about 90 grade—in the 
transmission will contribute to 
better performance. 


Some type of anti-freeze 
is 


necessary for tractors in use dur- 
ing grfeezmg weather to prevent 
damage caused by water freezing. 
Usually, permanent anti-freezes 
are preferred, provided there are 


no head gasket leaks which let th« 
solution get into the oil and caus< 
damage. 


The more volatile solutions art 
less permanent protection against 
freezing, and may be needed to be 
replenished, but will cause less 
damage from 
possible leakage 
through cylinder head gaskets. 


To fascilitate starting, the mag- 
neto and breaker points, as well as 
spark plugs and valves, need to 
be checked and placed in first class 
class condition.

continue the sale of gas heating equipment to those having 
other forms of heating for the coming season.
